HaN Million Dollar 
Fire At Seneca Plant 


No lives were lost but about 
$500,000 worth of damage result­ 
ed when a fire of "undetermined 
origin" wrecked the United Refin­ 
ery’s Seneca plant’s chilling tank 
and pump house Sunday morning. 
Ine fire was discovered about 9:30 
a. rn., following a series of ex­ 
plosions, and was brought under 
control in about two hours. 
Warren firemen, supported by 
Clarendon, Pleasant twp., Russell, 
and Youngsville departments, plus 
many volunteers and refinery em­ 
ployes, stopped the huge blaze de­ 
spite a fast start that threatened 
nearby storage tanks, the Phenix 
Furniture factory, and area build­ 
ings. By midafternoon the fire was 
dampened down and no longer a 
danger. About 5,000 gallons of foam- 
ite were used. 
According to a statement issued 
by refinery officials, the loss is a 
preliminary estimate and rebuilding 
will start at once. The portion de­ 
stroyed is used for bright stock 
and lubricating oil operations, and 
is about a mile from the main plant. 
The fire also destroyed a build­ 
ing containing centrifuge machines, 
and the heat collapsed a bauxite 
kiln. Additional damage resulted to 
another pump house, refrigerating 
equipment, four chilling tanks, the 
Seneca laboratory, and a small office 
building. 
Other volunteer fire departments 
from Starbrick, Glade twp., North 
Warren, and Youngsville moved into 
Warren and filled in at the empty, 
stations. Civilian defense units, the 
Salvation Army, and the Red Cross 
provided many facilities, manpower, 
and food. 
A soaking rain helped protect 
surrounding buildings which might 
have been ignited in hot weather by 
the intense heat from flames which 
were spread over an area close to 
the size of a city block. 
Warren police, supported by state 
and auxiliary police, kept traffic

PITFALLS 
The Federal Trade Commission 
believes that much of its legal 
activity against violators of fair 
trade laws is a little too dry, 
technical, or heavy for most people. 
Occasionally it releases a review 
of its recent actions, written in 
light fashion and giving the public 
an idea of what this Commission 
does to protect the buyer, other 
than those big cases against mon­ 
opolies and major plants. Here is 
its own story: 
“More than 30 firm s had their 
knuckles whacked by the Federal 
Trade Commission during August 
when they reached too eagerly for 
the consumer’s dollar-ninety-eight. 
"In actions against false adver­ 
tising, misbranding and m isrep­ 
resentation, the FTC and its hearing 
examiners narrowed their eyes at 
some of the summer specials. Typi­ 
cal were actions prohibiting a San 
Francisco firm from promising red­ 
headed, fair-skined people that its 
sun tan cream will prevent sunburn, 
and stopping a Biloxi nursery from 
advertising as "ra re , three-year- 
old" cam ellias, plants that fell far 
short of being three and even short­ 
er of being rare. 
"Many of the complaints to the 
Commission came from merchants 
injured by such unfair competition, 
but most came from angry cus­ 
tom ers, including, no doubt, a sun­ 
burned red-head. The Commission, 
however, does not reveal the identity 
of those who petition it for help. 
"Another summer special was a 
"sale" conducted by a New York 
silverware firm . The advertising 
m aterial 
declared that "durable 
stainless steel flatware" regularly 
selling for $19.98 could be had 
for only $9.98. 
"Save $101" advised the ad. Al­ 
ways intrigued by such economies, 
the FTC investigated and filed a 
complaint charging that $19.98 is a 
"fictitious price greatly in excess 
of the usual and regular retail 
price." 
"The month also produced actions 
against "bait" advertising. An FTC 
hearing examiner found that a sew­ 
ing machine company in Washington, 
D. C., was offering a well-known 
make for a m ere $38. The regular 
price, 
the firm announced, was 
$119.50. The hearing examiner di­ 
agnosed these prices as so much 
bait because: (I) company sales­ 
men belittled the $38 special, (2) 
refused in many cases to sell it, 
(3) tried to sell more expensive 
machines, and (4) even the reduc­ 
tion to $38 was phoney to the ex­ 
tent that the machine had never 
sold for as much as $119.50 in 
the first place. 
"Another "bait" advertising case 
involved a Baltimore, Md. vacuum 
cleaning company seeking to clean 
up on more than rugs. The approach 
was to advertise a "new and fa­ 
mous type" cleaner it had no in­ 
tention of selling, simply to get 
leads on prospective buyers of ex­ 
pensive machines. The firm agreed 
to accept an FTC order forbidding 
non bona fide offers or advertise­ 
ments that merchandise is well­ 
known when it isn’t. The order also 
clamped down on vague product 
"guarantees" and directed the firm 
to disclose exactly what its guar­ 
antees really mean. 
"A different variety of advertising 
fragrance arose from a perfume 
factory in New Jersey and extend- 
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T com es upon the heels of the most successful Buick 
in history—and beats it on every score.

ed all the way to the firm ’s Fifth 
Avenue distributor in New York. 
"Imported from France," said the 
brochures, letters, and even the 
labels . . . a bargain at $25. An 
FTC complaint charges it sells for 
$3 or less and is made from essence 
bought in the U. S. and contains 
only the faintest sniff of foreign 
ingredients. 
As 
for 
the 
firm ’s 
"P aris branch," FTC investigators 
couldn’t find it. 
"The same was true in a com­ 
plaint against a New York hosiery 
firm . The FTC was unable to iden­ 
tify the "Academy" that had given 
the meritorious award to the men’s 
socks which prompted their brand 
name of "Academy Award" hosiery, 
Result: the firm faces an FTC 
complaint, which also includes a 
charge that tickets attached to the 
socks show prices "fictitious and 
exaggerated" instead of "regular 
and usual." 
"The fictitious pricing problem 
was attacked in another New Jersey 
case in which the FTC complained, 
with due regard for decorum, that 


ladies' 
undergarments 
had been 
m isrepresented both in price and 
value. The fine print reveals that 
selling slips as "Made to sell at 
$5.95" when the regular price is 
"substantially less" violates the 
FTC Act. 
"Of considerably wider interest 
was the Commission’s complaint 
during August against a Washington 
firm engaged in repairing television 
sets. The TV repair firm , the com­ 
plaint charged, advertises it will 
send a serviceman, "each a special­ 
ist for a different make" to your 
home "to fix your TV set for only 
$1.50 service charge." 
"The truth of the m atter, the 
complaint says, is that the ser­ 
vicemen, far from being specialists, 
have only a limited knowledge of 
TV repair. The testing equipment 
they bring with them is for testing 
tubes only, and the service charge 
generally is far in excess of the 
$1.50. The advertised claim that 
nine times out of ten a TV set 
can be repaired in the home is 
refuted, the complaint says, by the 


fact that in most cases the sets 
have to be taken to the shop, and 
the servicemen receive commis­ 
sions for getting them there. 
"These acts and practices," the 
complaint charges, "prejudice the 
public ***.’’ 
"The FTC also opened an exit 
door for women who decide against 
continuing courses from a New York 
charm school in how to become more 
charming. The school agreed to re­ 
vise its enrollment cards so that a 
lady signing one of them would know 
exactly how long she was committing 
herself for lessons. Seems that some 
of the ladies who gave up on the task 
had cancelled out but kept on re­ 
ceiving lessons — and bills for them. 
"Probably the top for the month 
in the let’s-m ake-it-vivid school of 
ad writing was one for a medicinal 
tablet claimed to cure arthritis, 
rheumatism and neuritis. A typical 
sentence declared: "With tears of 
joy in their eyes, men and women 
who formerly suffered dread stab­ 
bing torture of arthritis and rheu­ 
matism Dain in swollen ioints and 


muscles tell of blessed relief after 
using it." 
"After investigation and with nary 
a tear of joy, the FTC brought a 
complaint charging that the tablets 
neither arrest, curb, nor correct 
the underlying causes of the ail­ 
m ents."

DIRTY FOOTBALL 
We see no excuse for some of 
the tactics used by high school 
players in the weekly contests we 
otherwise enjoy, but we do see a 
source of inspiration. We watched 
the Cleveland Browns and Chicago 
Cardinals play last week, and if that 
was football we should be paging 
the Marquis of Queensbury. 
We always have liked football, 
not only because it is filled with 
action, but because we have felt 
that it can be a true test of a man 
or boy. It is no discredit to a boy 
if he is a poor player because of 
his unwillingness to tackle and 
block viciously. In fact it may be 


to his credit. He, of course, has 
no place on a first team. His na­ 
ture, and a commendable one many 
tim es, precludes him as good ma­ 
terial. 
But the real test comes to the 
boy who does enjoy physical con­ 
tact. He likes to jar and to sock. 
And he enjoys having it dished back. 
To do this legally, with no effort 
to cripple an opponent or to maim 
him is a measure of real sports­ 
manship. 
Tackles can be hard, blocks can 
be jolting, hands can be used legal­ 
ly in a very strong and powerful 
fashion. There is no need for the 
wild elbow, the cleats in the teeth, 
the knee in the groin, the uppercut 
in the scrimmage. 
Then comes the real test. Taking 
it without dishing it back. We have 
seen some mighty smooth ball 
players take a beating throughout an 
entire game without retaliating in 
kind. There’s a man! 
What we can’t understand is why 
the pro game is tolerating such 
play. People look to the pro teams 
for the best in football. And as it is 
played by the big boys, so will it 
be emulated by the youngsters. 
The crippling aspects of football 
are sufficient without making it 
worse. The fact is that if football 
were played hard but clean, and 
if the boys were well coached and 
well equipped the danger of injur­ 
ies would be minimized. 
Add to these the value of con­ 
dition, and you have much to be 
said for the sport at its best. And 
much to be said against coaches 
and teams who allow it to be played 
otherwise. 
We are disgusted by the high 
school coach who openly encourag­ 
es his boys to violate the rules. 
What we can’t understand is why 
the men in striped shirts let them 
get away with it. 
It seems to us that school of­ 
ficials should step into this situa­ 
tion and examine the officiating 
closely. If this were done perhaps 
officials would find their popular-

COLUMBUS DAM 
The Columbus dam has become a 
political issue that may obscure the 
true worth or unworth of the project. 
There are those who say we must 
have more water of a pond nature 
in this area for the sake of sport. 
And there are those who believe we 
have enough and that no dams should 
be built unless they do more than 
provide recreation. 
Under the Republican adm inistra­ 
tion the Columbus dam was publiciz­ 
ed as an assured thing. Under the 
Democrat administration there is 
talk of not doing it, though there have 
been denials that such is the case. 
Two representatives from this 
area are attempting to find out what 
the story is. Assemblymen AllenM. 
Gibson, of Warren county, and W. 
W. Waterhouse of Erie county, have 
presented 
House 
Resolution 121 
which would set up a special com­ 
mittee to inquire into all phases of 
the Columbus dam project and to 
make a report, supported by recom­ 
mendations, to the state house dur­ 
ing the present session. 
This may give us the facts, if both 
parties are represented on the com­ 
mittee, and if we can m easure the 
project for what it actually is worth 
to the sportsmen and residents of 
this area.

EARLY HUNTING 
We long have advocated October 
as the logical month for hunting in 
Pennsylvania. In fact, we see no 
reason why all of October and a, 
couple weeks in November wouldn’t 
be a good idea. 
As it stands today, such is not 
the case, but you can take advantage 
of those fine autumn days in October 
by 
visiting 
a regulated hunting 
ground. 
Near Jackson Center the Sagulla 
brothers have 300 acres open for 
pheasant hunting. Close by is another 
400 acres which is open at no cost. 
Maple Farm near Meadville fea­ 
tures m allards and ringnecks. The 
greenheads are released from a 
wooded hill and pass over blinds 
along a 600 yard course. The pheas­ 
ants are spread over a 500 acre 
plot. 
Near Wattsburg there is the Fritts 
Hill Game Farm , where dogs may 
be trained and pheasant hunted. 
All of these special areas charge 
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a fee. Some operate on the basis of 
what you shoot. Some guarantee you 
a bird. Some even provide the dogs. 
For a complete list of such areas, 
in both Pennsylvania and Ohio, write 
Sportsmen’s Service Bureau, 250 
East 43rd St., New York 17, N. Y.

LEST YOU GET LOST 
Larry Stotz in his column, YOUR 
FOREST RANGER, has some in­ 
teresting 
information 
concerning 
lost hunters. He writes, 
“ The recent organized search 
for a lost bow and arrow hunter on 
the Allegheny National Forest had a 
happy ending, but not all lost hunt­ 
ers are so fortunate. Although the 
weather was bad during this hunt­ 
e r’s three-day ordeal, far worse 
weather lies ahead during the com­ 
ing small game and big game sea­ 
sons. Three days’ and nights’ ex­ 
posure d u rin g freezing weather, with 
wet snow coating the ground, and no 
food to keep up one’s strength might 
be more than a lost hunter could 
take and survive. 
Among the thousands of hunters 
who will take to the woods on the 
Allegheny National Forest, before 
the last day of deer season, will be 
many experienced hunters with little 
or no knowledge of the woods. 
If an adequate harvest of surplus 
wildlife is to be made this fall, 
hunters will have to penetrate deep 
into the woods instead of hunting 
close to traveled roads. Proper dis­ 
tribution of hunters over the forest 
increases the chances of an inex­ 
perienced hunter getting lost. De­ 
spite some opinions to the contrary , 
it is no disgrace to get lost in the 
woods. 
It can happen to anyone, 
even an experienced woodsman. The 
difference between a good woods­ 
man and a “ green horn’’, when 
lost, is that the woodsman will keep 
his head, apply his knowledge of 
woodsmanship and eventually get 
out safe and sound and in good 
physical 
condition. 
The 
“ green 
horn’’ will often panic, use up his 
strength running in circles, and may 
have to be brought out by a searching 
party, or in extreme cases may not 
get out at all. 
Here on the Allegheny National 
Forest, with the intricate network 
of roads, trails, power line and pipe 
line rights-of-way criss-crossing 
the forest, getting lost should not 
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end in tragedy unless a hunter is 
so badly injured that he becomes 
helpless. 
There are a few basic rules 
which any hunter not fam iliar with 
this area might keep in mind be­ 
fore entering the woods. 
1. Do not assume that you have 
an infallible sense of direction. 
There is no such thing, for a sense 
of direction is never perfect. 
2. Do take along a compass and 
De sure you know how to use it 
effectively. Be sure you know which 
end of the needle points toward the 
north. If the needle is not marked, 
you should mark it so that you will 
never be in doubt. Most compasses 
have the south end of the needle 
weighted, and many have an arrow 
engraved on the north end of the 
needle. 
3. Remember, you are hunting 
in a dissected plateau country when 
you hunt on the Allegheny National 
Forest. When on top you cannot see 
out, and without a compass you will 
invariably walk in a circle. Drain­ 
ages on the Allegheny Forest run 
in so many different directions 
that no definite pattern exists. One 
thing is certain though, all drain­ 
ages lead down hill, and they join 
larger stream s which eventually 
empty into wide valleys where the 
highways are. Although water has 
always run down hill, ever since 
the world began, this elementary 
fact is sometimes actually for­ 
gotten by a lost and bewildered 
hunter. 
4. Do not panic when you realize 
you are lost. Sit down instead and 
think things over. Very often you 
find that you can then get your 
bearings and easily find your way 
out of the woods. 
5. Do not hunt alone, since if you 
do become lost there will be no one 
to report where you were last seen 
in the forest. But, if you must 
hunt alone, leave word regarding 
the specific area you intend tc 
hunt in, and your expected time of 
return, before you set out. 
6. If you do get lost, but even­ 
tually find your way out alone, do 
not fail to report this as soon as 
possible so that a searching part) 
will not be sent out to scour the 
woods for you needlessly. 


7. lf you feel that you are hope­ 
lessly lost, stay in one spot, pre­ 
ferably where there is natural shel­ 
ter such as an overhanging rock 
out cropping, build a good fire and 
stay with it until found. A searching 
Darty will eventually find you. Green 


hemlock 
branches 
added to the 
flames will throw up black smoke,, 
which can be picked up by a plane 
or from a lookout tower.

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Observations

ELECTION FOCAL POINT 
When the Democrats won the state 
election last year, the complexion 
of local politics throughout Penn­ 
sylvania developed a change. With 
patronage in Democrat hands the 
possibility of further losses in the 
county and municipal conflicts faced 
the long entrenched GOP machines. 
This may not happen in Warren 
county, but enough dissatisfaction 
with some elements of the county 
offices has been indicated to cause 
a few Republicans to suggest it is 
time to hustle the votes, an oper­ 
ation that hasn't been vitally im­ 
portant since the Earle regime was 
knocked down. 
The Democrats are providing a 
full slate for county offices, and 
probably will worry no one in most 
cases, but there are exceptions. 
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One is the county commissioner 
race, in which you vote for two. 
L. L. Johnson is the only incum­ 
bent running for re-election. Blaine 
Mead is his Republican mate. The 
Democrats have Ervine N. Branch 
and Lewis L. Crippen. 
In the past the Republicans often 
have been so confident of electing 
two commissioners that they have 
also worked at picking the Demo­ 
crat member. This has been done 
by encouraging enough split tickets 
in thoroughly controlled areas to 
assure the election of the wanted 
Democrat. 
Whether the race will be close 
enough this year to discourage such 
a procedure is the question now 
posed by many. If the Democrats 
can gain enough independent votes 
to take a thousand away from the 
normal GOP count, and can get a 
few out who usually do not bother 
to vote, it could be close. 
The answer 
is to be found in 
the interest, or lack of it, in issues, 
such as the assessm ent problem. 
Will those who have been dissatis­ 
fied with the handling of this job 
do as they have been talking for 
several years? 
When it comes to actual voting 
there are many who talk much 
when 
they are heated over the 
subject, but cannot bring them­ 
selves to turn down any lever other 
than that belonging to the party to 
which they were born. Once a party 
man, always a party man, is the 
creed of many. 
There are independents, but a big 
share of them obviously do not vote. 
They fail to get to the polls for two 
reasons. One is their own lack of 
interest, and the other is the lack 
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of confidence shown in them by party 
workers who prefer to haul only the 
voters whom they believe they can 
control. 
We question whether the Demo­ 
crats are well enough organized to 
get these independents to the polls. 
We also question whether they can 
win without them. Muddling the en­ 
tire picture is that many of these 
independents will not vote as hauled. 
All of this adds up to the con­ 
clusion on our part that the Re­ 
publicans may find more opposition 
than usual next Tuesday, but it will 
not be enough to change the county 
commissioner balance of control, 
two Republicans and one Democrat. 
The big puzzle that confronts 
those who are vitally concerned 
with county politics, ranging from 
the professional pros to the earnest 
citizen who wants good government, 
is who will be the successful Dem­ 
ocrat. 
Will it be Lew Crippen or Erv 
Branch. Certainly they can expect 
equal support from their own party. 
Which appeals to the most indepen­ 
dents? Will the Republican poli­ 
ticians have sufficient confidence 
in their ability to deliver a majority 
next Tuesday to toss a few split 
tickets in favor of their Democrat 


choice? 
It is the focal point of this local 
election.

More Than Politics 
In Moderation Theme 


rf

WASHINGTON — When responsible 
leaders in Congress of a political 
party ostensibly bent on recapturing 
the White House — for example, the 
Democratic party — begin to sing in 
the manner of “ Love Is Sweeping 
the Country,” it is natunal that 
somebody might be curious and ask 
a few questions. 
The last, in fact, describes an 
element of the party which had 
thought the theme might be closer 
to “ Fight, Fight, Fight.” 
By 
“ Love 
Is S w e e p i n g the 
Country” — an exaggeration, of 
course, 
in 
the 
name of poetic 
license — is meant the incessant 
talk of “ moderation” that is coming 
these days in obviously inspired 
messages out of Texas. There a 
couple of gentlemen are planning 
Democratic strategy and policy for 
the pre-election sessions of the 84th 
Congress beginningin January. None 
has a better right to suggest policy-- 
for the two gentlemen are, respec­ 
tively, Speaker of the House Sam 
Rayburn and Senator Lyndon John­ 
son, Senate party leader. 
The 
Rayburn-Johnson 
thesis, 
which the latter expounds to all 
com ers — some high in theparty — 
has the ring of sweet reasonable­ 
ness to meet a somewhat unusual 
political situation. That finds the 
Democratic party in control of 
Congress midway in the term of a 
Republican President and in advance 
of a Presidential election. Such 
divided control of government is 
infrequent. The problem of manag­ 
ing Congress under such conditions 
in a way to get most advantage pol­ 
itically is complicated for the Dem­ 
ocrats in this instance by two other 
factors: 
1. The continued popularity of 
President Eisenhower which, with 
his illness, makes him almost un­ 
touchable. 
2. The existence of “ peace and 
Drosperity” which the Republicans 
understandably stress with every 
breath and which seemingly has 
lulled the electorate generally into 
satisfied and somnolent state, 
that is, except for several million 
farm ers and several hundred thou­ 
sand industrial workers who have 
been out of jobs for many months 
in distressed areas of coal mining, 
textiles and railroad shops, chiefly. 
The Rayburn-Johnson thesis is 
that, in view of the generally set­ 
tled state of the economy, the Dem­ 
ocratic party in Congress should 
adopt a policy of “ moderation” 
and match its course with the idea 
of moderation associated with Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower. It should make 
its bid to the voters, they contend, 
on its ability to perform in a re­ 
sponsible fashion under difficult cir­ 
cumstances. 
Performance 
would 
substitute to some extent for issues 
of which Senator Johnson, at least, 
thinks there is a dearth. This does 
not mean that Democrats will not 
have a program of their own affect­ 
ing farm ers, taxes, Federal aid to 
school construction, highways anc 
such. For they will and will press 
it boldly. 
But the aim is to avoid issues 
that would split the party along 
North-South lines, among them, civil 
rights and Taft-Hartley labor law 
repeal. 
The Texas Senator broached the 
“ moderation” thesis to Adlai Stev­ 
enson when the latter visited him 
ana Speaker Rayburn recently, as 
he did also to Senator Hubert Hum­ 
phrey (Minn.), one of the recogniz­ 
ed leaders in the party’s liberal 
or progressive wing who once was 
vocal and insistent on such matters 
as civil rights and Taft-Hartley 
repeal. 
However far Senator Humphrey 
is ready to go with Senator Johnson 
on “ moderation,” some others in 
that wing of the party are begin­ 
ning to sniff suspiciously. 
Granting a certain practical pol­ 
itical expediency in the Rayburn- 
Johnson theory, they are asking if 
there might possibly be some hid­ 
den motives that make the strategy

not entirely unselfish. Could it be 
possible, they are asking, that this 
sweetness and light and “ moder­ 
ation” might serve also as a smoke 
screen behind which Senator John­ 
son might be enabled to rush through 
a pet measure of his and of power­ 
ful oil interests? Meaning the bill 
to exempt natural gas producers 
from 
regulation by the Federal 
Bower Commission that Speaker 
Rayburn jammed through the House 
last session. The rumor is that this 
disputed measure is to be brought 
forward early in the session and 
that Senator Johnson will attempt 
a smothering blitzkreig to get it 
out of the way early and as quietly 
as possible with the hope that the 
millions of consumers affected who 
will have their gas prices boosted 
will forget about it by election time. 
Opponents of the bill are all set to 
challenge their leader on any such 
maneuver, and bitterly and long. 
As for splitting the party, which 
Senator Johnson professes he is 
trying to avoid, they point out that 
this gas bill really would tear the 
party wide open. 
They say they will buy very little 
of the Texas Senator’s “ moderation” 
if it means putting through this gas 
gouge that will penalize millions of 
their consumer constituents for the 
benefit of a few big oil companies 


that contribute to campaign funds 
for key people in both parties. Other 
Democrats outside of the South also 
are going to insist on making some 
kind of a record on civil rights which 
is of keen concern to minority groups 
in politically doubtful sections in the 
East. North and West. And so with 
other issues, of which progressive 
Democrats see plenty, differing with 
Senator Johnson. 
They say that "m oderation” can 
go too far. They don’t want to be 
“ moderated” out of the next elec­ 
tion.

I used to worry about Edward R. 
Murrow, not so much about the man 
himself as about what could happen 
if a man in his position misused the 
power he had. God knows, he’s one 
of the most powerful men in the 
United States today and just sup-

It’s by Budd Schulberg and will be 
directed by Elia Kazan and it’s 
about a cracker barrel philosopher 
with a whale of a radio audience 
who tries to get us into a war with 
Red China. Could this happen? May­ 
be I’m naive, but I doubt it. 
• * * 
It seems to me that Murrow has 
influence simply because he doesn't 
misuse it and the minute he tried 
to, he wouldn’t have it. Perhaps 
I’m 
over-optim istic, but 
I feel 
strongly that the American public 
not only cannot be gulled, but would 
violently resent any attempt at 
persuasion on m atters they hold 
dear. They will buy the toothpaste, 
they will laugh at the jokes, they 
will tune in by the millions. But these 
are m atters of no moment. The mo­ 
ment you get into areas where they 
feel deeply — the farm problem, 
foreign policy, public office — 
skepticism mounts. In fact, it might 
be stated as Crosby’s Law that the 
m ore important the subject is the 
less influence the guy with the mike 
has. In matters of the most profound 
importance to the individual — say, 
religion — I doubt that the M urrows, 
the Godfreys, the Winchells or any­ 
one else could sway a single soul a 
single inch. 
In his first “See It Now” pro­ 
gram of the season, and his first 
of a new series of hour and hour- 
and - a - half - long programs which 
will attempt to tackle subjects a 
great deal more thoroughly than 
heretofore, Murrow and his pro­ 
ducer Fred Friendly tackled the 
V ice-Presidency, "The Great Am­ 
erican Lottery.” As has been his 
custom with dismaying regularity, 
Murrow is here undertaking just 
about the most important problem 
around, 
though 
actually 
he and 
Friendly had been working on it 
before President Eisenhower’s ill­ 
ness threw the Vice-Presidency into 
the center of the arena. 
Murrow’s great strength is that 
he tackles these momentous subjects 
with simplicity and directness and 
even a certain amount of naivete. 
Aided by an expert on the matter, 
Professor Irving Williams, of St. 
John’s University, Brooklyn, Mur­ 
row started right at the beginning 
with himself in Constitution Hall 
in Philadelphia where the Constitu­ 
tion was drawn up, reviewing the 
original concept of the V ice-Presi­ 
dency which, of course, is not any­ 
thing like what it is today. 
* • * 
From the Senate Chamber — the 


selection of these august sites add­ 
ed great cogency to the narration — 
Erie Sevareid reviewed the dispute 
between Aaron Burr and John Adams 
which first showed the implausibility 
of the original Vice President’s 
position. The other event of great 
historical importance was Tyler’s 
assertion that he became President 
jpon the death of President H arri­ 
son, a m atter of grave doubt at the 
time. This bit was dramatized. 
From there—1841—to today, the 
fairly disgraceful and always con­ 
fusing history of our V ice-Presi­ 


dents, their selection and their rec­ 
ords, was examined by means of 
pictorial 
records, posters, car­ 
toons, old newsreels, and the utter­ 
ances of both living and dead states­ 
men. The decline of the prestige 
of the office to a point where it 
became an object of ridicule was 
cogently shown by recasting Victor 
Moore in his great old role as Alex­ 
ander Throttlebottom in “ Of Thee I 
Sing.” Perhaps, the best illustra­ 
tion of the confusion that surrounds 
the office was a telling film clip 
of 
President 
Eisenhower telling 


Scotty Reston ot “ The New York 
Tim es” that the first clue he had 
that the President had any influence 
over the selection of the V ice-Pres­ 
ident came after his nomination. 
* * * 
The show closed with three for­ 
m er 
V ice-Presidents 
— Alber 
Barkley, Henry Wallace and Harry 
S. Truman — giving their opinions 
of the office and how it should 
be handled. No two of them concur­ 
red, a sad commentary. Anyhow, it’s 
nice to welcome Mr. Murrow back 
in a show that has become almost a 


national institution. Hie man com­ 
bines competence, integrity and sex 
appeal and people like that are hard 
to find.

WASHINGTON -- The backing and 
filling around the candidacy of Adlai 
Stevenson for the Democratic nom­ 
ination for President is by this time 
not merely obvious but blatant. Its 
basic cause of course is that Dem­ 
ocrats now think they can win and 
all want a share in the immense 
power involved. 
Stevenson in turn has been having 
trouble with form er President Tru­ 
man, a Senate bloc which Majority 
Leader Johnson has been attempt­ 
ing to shape from his Texas ranch, 
labor and the farm ers. At this point 
the form er Governor of Illinois

resem bles nothing so much as Eliza 
crossing the ice and he is fully 
aware of it. 
The nub of the Truman-Stevenson 
relations is simple and well known 
to the party’s inner circle. The two 
men, so very different in back­ 
ground, 
outlook and personality, 
have never really trusted each other. 
They do have one unifying quality. 
Both believe that the Democratic 
party is the best instrument of gov­ 
ernment. It will keep them together 
against Republicans; it is not of much 
help in the present pre-convention 
period. 
They met again in Chicago for the 
first time since Truman in a press 
conference with Governor Harriman 
in Albany had praised Harrismnand 
plainly retreated from his early 
unequivocal support of Stevenson. 
The form er President’s explanation 
in Chicago was that there was bound 
to be a broken field for awhile and 
that he wished to withdraw to a point 
where he could be most effective in 
the clinches. 
Stevenson had not wanted to hold a 
joint press conference with Truman, 
feeling it would put Truman in an 


em barrassing position. He explained 
that he felt it unfair to force the 
form er President to answer ques­ 
tions about a candidate in that can­ 
didate’s presence. 
Truman brushed the argument 
aside. He insisted that Stevenson 
stick around and they would have 
some fun with the columnists. After 
five minutes, Stevenson left to catch 
a plane for Minnesota, a state pre­ 
paring to endorse his candidacy in 
ringing term s. 
Truman then blandly said he had 
never promised to support Steven­ 
son and that he had no choice. 
The form er President likes to 
boast that he won his unexpected 
1948 triumph without the South. 
He will be encouraged in his desire 
to influence the national convention 
oy the rapid march of the conserva­ 
tive Senate coalition, chiefly South­ 
ern, which Senator Johnson design­ 
ed during his recovery from a heart 
attack. Senator Russell has been 
acting as spokesman for this coali­ 
tion. 
Stevenson strategists do not down­ 
grade the trouble the Johnson man­ 
euvering may cause them. Since tho 


motto of virtually all Senators with 
respect to the Presidency is “Why 
not me?’’, Johnson will be afford­ 
ing them a natural rallying point. 
After they start rallying, the next 
problem will be to figure out who is 
the stalking horse for whom. 
In a backfire to Johnson, the 
Stevenson forces are reconnoitering 
the Governors, Southerners espec­ 
ially. This is the classic gambit 
which was played against the late 
Senator Taft in 1952. 
Labor’s misgivings arise from 
suspicion that Stevenson is too con­ 


servative. Any real effort to put 
Governor Williams of Michigan in 
the convention as a favorite son will 
represent a labor effort to achieve 
a bargaining position. There have 
been signs of just such an effort. 
Farm ers also have been having 
their doubts about Stevenson,doubts 
cultivated by form er Agriculture 
Secretary Brannan who has been 
advising Harriman. Present appear­ 
ances are that Senator Humphrey of 
Minnesota, a proved tactician, will 
more or less take charge for Stev­ 
enson in this field.

Equalized Plan for County Assessment At 
Cost of $145,000 Considered by Officials 


That they are faced with the 
necessity of bringing in an out­ 
side firm to establish an ade­ 
quate and equalized 
plan of 
assessment for all of Warren 
county was revealed Tuesday by 
County Commissioners George 
E. Seavy, L. L. Johnson and 
William Olney in an interview 
with Tile Times-Mirror. 
They estimated th at the cost 
of this service will be in the 
neighborhood of $145,000. 
They 
have already interviewed repre­ 
sentatives of several concerns 
which specialize in appraisals. 
McKean, Mifflin and butler coun­ 
ties have signed contracts for 
this work to be done, and the 
appraisal in Crawford county 
has already been completed. The 
commissioners said they have no 
doubt that the increased returns 


will 
ultimately 
pay 
for 
the 
outlay. 
“We will never have a correct 
assessment until we hire pro­ 
fessional appraisers,” the Com­ 
missioners agreed, declaring that 
“it will pay off in the end.” 
“The thing is out of line, there 
is no question of that,” stated 
Atty. W. Scott Calderwood, Jr., 
attorney for the Commissioners, 
who also was present. 
“Everyone should be assessed 
IOO per cent value and forget the 
40 per cent,” said Commissioner 
Olney. 
A ll 
t h r e e 
Commissioners 
agreed that while most of the 
township 
assessors 
have 
a t­ 
tempted to do their job, unsatis­ 
factory progress has been made 
over the last three years. 
“We 
are awfully discouraged,” said 
the Commissioners. They agreed 


that it is possible to make a 
proper assessment, and pointed 
to W arren’s sixth ward from 
which there have been but 20 
appeals and none bf these in­ 
volving more than $200. 
The 
assessor in another ward found 
the work too difficult, became ill 
and finally resigned. 
Set up as a Board of Assess­ 
ment Appeal, the three Commis­ 
sioners said Tuesday that they 
are sometimes unable to get 
anything else done. 
Even as 
they were interviewed, a voice 
could be heard in the outer of­ 
fice complaining to Clerk Ray 
Thompson “In comparison with 
others, my assessment is ’way 
too high.” 
“That’s the way it 
is, all the time,” said Commis­ 
sioner Johnson.
